“And Saul was consenting unto his 
death."

To say th at a m an Is 
“very religious,” iB often no compli­ 
m ent to him w hatever, no m atter lf 
It was so Intended. 
Saul Is an ex­ 
am ple of a m an zealously religious, 
and yet in actions a very demon- 
A 
m an’s “orthodoxy” may stand 
the 
te st of every rule th at can be ap­ 
plied to It, but lf he is not gentle, 
kind, considerate of the rights and 
privileges of all others, 
how ever 
alien they m ay be to his way 
of 
thinking and living, his religion is 
of an extrem ely poor variety and a 
still poorer quality. 
Intolerance is 
only a m anifestation of extrem e sel­ 
fishness, and no self-centered person 
can exemplify th e requirem ents of 
th e Golden Rule, which is the es- 
K 
ice of all religious system s that 
conducive to the world’s better­ 
m ent. 
Because a m an is sincere In 
w hat he believes and practices is no 
evidence that his religion is of a high 
order. 
T here is no doubt as to 
Saul’s sincerity. 
W hen consenting 
to the death of Stephen, he acted 
from the deepest conviction th at he 
w as serving God. 
In his selfish, 
blind zeal, Baul coaid not see how he 
contd be tru e to the religion of his 
fathers — which was, as he believed 
ordained of God — and at th e same 
tim e tolerate the unorthodox sect to 
which Stephen belonged. W ere they 
not all apostles, deserving of death? 
A las! In this Saul has had m any a 
successor. 
And as a resu lt the 
w orld has run rivers of 
innocent 
blood. 
To th is day, a great many 
people are not willing for others to 
have religion, except when they come 
to them for It and use th eir little 
“peck-mc asure” when getting it! 
To 
learn the lesson of religious toler­ 
ance has been an age-long task. Much 
progress has been made, 
especially 
in our own country, which, in this, is 
setting a w orthy example for the 
world. 
But, say, you, “Saul,” do 
you have as high regard for “Steph­ 
en," who is practically and charm ­ 
ingly religious, as you would if he 
w ere 
only 
a 
m em ber 
of 
“your 
church?" 
Do you think as m uch of 
him now, w ith his same beautiful 
C hristian character, as you did be­ 
fore he left your denom ination and 
Joined an “unorthodox sect?’’ 
Be 
honest with your self. 
Ju st 
how 
m uch of the zealous, Intolerant spirit 
of Saul the Pharisee are you enter­ 
taining? 
Some ‘professors of reli­ 
gion" talk m uch about C hristian un­ 
ity, but with an attitude alm ost as 
foreign to it as was that of Baul to­ 
w ards “Stephen and his contem pti­ 
ble s e c t” 
Only think, th at today’ 
there is no affiliation w hatever be­ 
tween professed followers 
of 
the 
sam e Christ, because one party will 
not repeat or recognize the “shibbo­ 
leth” of the other! 
I* It any wonder 
then, while the intolerant spirit of 
Baul thus lingers 
and 
show s its 
hateful self, th at “sinners** are con­ 
te n t with th eir own “homo-brew” re ­ 
ligions? 
There is now here to be 
found anything m ore terrible than a 
"holy war” — such as began w ith the 
death of Stephen. 
The world is by 
no m eans past 
the 
danger point. 
W hen the conditions are favorable, 
a few religious zealots on the one 


side and as m any religious fanatics 
on the o th er could soon fan the em­ 
bers into a consum ing fire, as in 
China not long ago and In Arm enia 
more recently. 
Every 
religious 
man — and th a t is alm ost all men, 
for some form of religious belief Is 
inherent — should carefully culti­ 
vate a spirit and attitude of toler-* 
ance- 
H ave well-founded religious 
convictions, to be sure, and put them 
into practice, but do so w ith chari­ 
table, kindly consideration of others. 
Saul lived long enough to learn that 
his own jealously-cherished religious 
! beliefs and practices were wrong— 
and so m ay you. 
Therefore, “Be ye 
kindly affectioned one tow ards an­ 
other.” 
To the day of his death, 
Saul m ust have wished th at he had 
not consented to the m artyrdom of 
Stephen. 
By being Intolerant, do 
not place yourself In a like unhauuy 
position. 
Do not let zeal for “your 
religion” carry you too far. 
Re­ 
m em ber th a t in religion, as in 
all 
o th er things, your rights end just 
w here the rig h ts of others begin. 
“I verily thought with m yself that 
I ought to do m any things contrary 
to the nam e of Jesus of N azareth.” 
26:9. 
T here Is no error of sincere 
persons m ore common than th at of 
taking conscience as a sufficient and 
safe guide in m atters of conduct. 
Paul says repeatedly th a t he had al­ 
ways lived in all good conscience. 
He had conscientiously 
persecuted 
the church of God and wasted 
It; 
dragged m en and women to prison, 
and consented to th eir death. Strange 
as It may he. a great many teachers 
of others have not learned th at it is 
no part of th e functio nof conscience 
to tell w hat is right . or 
what is 
wrong. 
Conscience only adm lnlshes 
a person to do right according to 
w hatever standard of right has been 
accepted, and approves accordingly. 
Saul, w hen leading the persecution 
against th e church of C hrist, was 
conscientious according to the tenets 
of Judaism. 
Then, when he becam e 
a C hristian, he was no less conscien­ 
tious, but In harm ony with the teach 
ings of C hrist. 
And there was 
all 
the difference imaginable 
betw een 
“Saul the P harisee’’ and Paul the 
apostle of Jesu s Christ- 
To version 
this difference, 
contrast 
Saul the 
Pharisee dragging m en and women 
to prison and to death, and Pan! the 
apostle w eeping with the TOphesi; 
ciders at th e ir final parting at Mile­ 
tus.—Acts 20:36-38. 
Conscience Im­ 
properly guided, is as dangerous 
to 
the individual, and he to society, as 
any other outlaw . 
Perhaps there is 
no crim e th a t has not been consci­ 
entiously com m itted. 
Because he 
has not violated his conscience, no 
man should be excused for his wrong­ 
doing. 
By all m eans, live conscien­ 
tiously, fo r there is always greater 
hope for a person who does not go 
contrary to the dictates of his con­ 
science th an there is for the hypo­ 
critical WTcmg-doer. hut by all m eans 
see th at th e conscience is guided by 
Jesus Christ, tb s world’s m atchless 
Teacher. 
If all men could be Indue- 
ed to live conscientiously according 
to his exalted standard, It 
^Wonld 
neeed nothing more to make their 
relations one with another ideal and 
paradisaical. 
This is evident from 
what it did hi transforming San! the 
Pharisee into Saint Paul the disciple 
of Christ.

Questions concerning a demand for 
$75 flied by him for the burial of an 
overseas soldier, whose body was 
recently brought from France and 
buried at Fullerton. 
The 
supervisors want to know 
why the claim of $75 should have 
been flied with the county when the 
federal government pays the entire 
expenses cf the transportation of the 
body and of the funeral. 
The information received by the 
county officials is that the federal 
government makes an allowance of 
$100 for the expenses from the time 
the body arrives at the station until 
interm ent is made. 
Under State La w 
The claim of $75 presented to the 
county was made by the Fullerton 
undertaker under a state law that 
has been in operation for a number 
of years. This law provides that 
when any former soldier, Bailor or 
marine of the United States dies an 
indigent, the county shall provide 
proper burial. Burial m ust not be -n 
a pauper lot. The charge against 
the county under the law must not 
be more than $75. 
In order to operate under this act, 
the board • of supervisors must ap­ 
point 
somebody 
as 
its 
agent 
or 
inspector. 
This agent m ust Ale with 
the board of supervisors with the 
claim of the undertaker a statem ent 
certifying that the soldier, sailor or 
marine died an indigent. 
In the case of the overseas soldier 
recently buried at Fullerton, a state­ 
ment was flied by O. V. Knowlton of 
Fullerton, who is the agent named 
by the board of supervisors, to the 
effect th at the soldier died without 
funds. 
Referred to Supervisors 
The 
claim 
was referred by the 
board of supervisors to County Aid 
Commissioner W. S. Gregg for a re­ 
port. Gregg's report will be made 
to the supervisors next Tuesday at 
10:30 o’clock, at which hour Seale is 
cited to appear. 
He said today that 
he had no statem ent to make previ­ 
ous to that time. 
In the case of the overseas soldier, 
Gregg’s report will doubtless show 
that the government allowance of 
$100 was more than ample for all ex­ 
penses of the funeral, and moreover 
that the overseas soldier was not to 
be classed and never should have 
been classed as an indigent. 
While 
he may have died leaving no prop­ 
erty of his own, his parents were 
able to pay the expenses of burial 
had the government not made pro­ 
vision in this case, as it does in all 
other cases of the return of the 
bodies of overseas men.

Make Books Accessible to 
All Rural Districts, 
Is Object 


Feeling that a definite step toward 
the m aterialization of the county 
free library has been taken with the 
appointment of Miss Anne Bell Bail­ 
ey of Redwood City as librarian, the 
fourth dsitrict Congress of Mothers 
and Parent-Teacher associations is 
formulating plans and ideas that will 
make the library accessible to all of 
rural districts. 
According to Mrs. Earl Morris, of 
Santa Ana, one of the prime movers 
in the long fight waged before the 
supervisors for the establishment of 
the institution, branch libraries will 
be established wherever they may be 
desired. 
Miss Bailey, 
the librarian, 
will 
make 
her headquarters 
in Santa 
Ana, but will be a frequent visitor 
to each branch library. 
Some of 
the sm aller towns In the county have 
already picked an office or home 
that will be utilized as a branch li­ 
brary. 
The Santa Ana headquarters 
has not yet been decided on. 
S. A. To Be Base 
It Is not known' at this time just 
how many books will be ordered to 
form the nucleus for the library. 
This is a m atter that is to be left to 
the discretion of the librarian. 
The 
greater number of the books, how­ 
ever, will be kept in the Santa Ana 
branch. 
Any book desired by a resi­ 
dent of the sm aller towns may be 
had upon application, distribution be­ 
ing made free of charge. 
A tax levy of two cents on every 
$100 of assessed valuation will sup­ 
ply 
the necessary funds 
for the 
books and other expenses incident to 
the operating expenses. 
This tax 
levy applies to rural districts only 
and does not include incorporated 
cities, which have their own librar­ 
ies. 
The tax levy will be executeed 
some time in August and collections 
will follow in due course. 
Miss Bailey, recently appointed by 
the supervisors as the county free 
librarian, will take up her duties here 
on or about August I. 
Her salary 
will be $1800 a year, this being the 
only library expense that will come 
out of the general county fund. 
One of 8 Recommended 
Miss Bailey is one of eight women 
who were recommended for the posi­ 
tion. 
Because of her excellent rec­ 
ommendations she w as suggested for 
appointment by Supervisor Howard 
WasBum and seconded by Supervisor 
Schumacher. 
The battle for the library continued 
over a period of two years. 
About 
two months ago the project seemed 
lost when the supervisors voted to 
reconsider .their resolution establish­ 
ing the library. 
This step was taken after scores 
of letters had been received voicing 
objection to the library because of 
the additional tax levy. 
The fourth district Congress of 
Mothers and Parent-Teacher assoc! 
ations refused to back down how­ 
ever, and appeared frequently before 
the supervisors with arguments in 
favor of their project. 
This organization felt that It had 
won itB final round when the super­ 
visors last Tuesday appointed a li­ 
brarian. 
Loud applause greeted this 
action. 
Supervisors Finley and Edwards 
have opposed the library practically 
from the outset because of the in­ 
crease in taxation. 
Supervisors Talbert, Schum acher 
and W assum favored the project. 
Brea Folk Elated 
In commenting on the establish 
ment of a branch county library at 
Brea, the Rev. W. E. Spicer, pastor 
of the Christian church, speaking for 
the community in general, said: 
“It is with gratitude to the board 
and to the faithful work of 
Mrs. 
Earl Morris, president of the coun­ 
ty Parent-Teacher association, and 
to Mrs. Charles Harvey, 
chairman 
of the library committee here, that 
the people of Brea rejoice in 
the 
successful outcome of 
the 
county 
free library movement. 
“Brea people are in touch 
with 
many parts of the county and have 
wanted the county free library for 
all of the non-library d istricts em­ 
bracing, as they do, half the popu­ 
lation of the county. # 
“With the many 
new 
buildings 
now going up here, it should not be 
a 
problem 
to 
house 
the 
Brea 
Branch.

Mrs. 
M arks cheerfully reminded 
the audience th at this was not her 
first appearance in Santa Ana, she 
having been present' when the aux 
iliary was instituted several m onths 
ago. 
Not O n ly For K. P. Duty 
"M ost of the Legion boys have b e­ 
come imbued with the idea that the 
auxiliary was organized for K. P. 
duty only,” said Mrs. Marks.

PORTLAND, Ore., July 8 — A cut 
of $1 a ton on wheat and flour ship­ 
ments to the Orient, announced ^yes­ 
terday by the Columbia Westbound 
conference, becomes effective today, 
according 
to 
the local steamship 
men’s association. 
The cut 
from 
this port follows 
news of a similar cut by San Fran­ 
cisco companies yesterday, although 
an incipient rate war is denied. 
The rate will now be $6 a ton on 
wheat and flour to regular ports of 
call in Japan, China and the Philip­ 
pine Islands. 


A harbor is one of the greatest as­ 
sets any community can have. 
Certain lines of manufacturing es­ 
pecially, such as the 
cotton, 
shoe, 
tanning and 
hardwood 
industries, 
will in the future locate In South­ 
ern California because of nearness 
to raw materials.

port harbor, as one of the gatew ays 
of the West, will share in the com­ 
ing trade development to the Orient, 
and the Oriental development w ;ll 
aid the Pacific coast, just as the At­ 
lantic coast development aided Eu­ 
rope. 
“W ater transportation will help 
rail transportation, and foreign trade 
will help to keep America busy and 
prosperous.” 
Wheaton, thongh he is bnt a re­ 
cent arrival, is already an ardent 
believer in a great future for Orange 
county and its harbor a t Newport 
bay. 
By the use of a world map, W heat­ 
on showed the fortunate location of 
Newport harbor,and Southern C ali­ 
fornia to the scheme of Pacific ocean 
trade development, and he advised 
that Orange county people begin to 
prepare the way for the strides of 
the figure.

In the southern states, where Illiteracy, 
is especially high, notable progress has been made 
in IO years. 
In rural sections illiteracy is still considerably 
higher than in the cities. 
The rural and village 
schools that enroll nearly half of our population have 1 
been neglected throughout

history. 
Teachers are undertrained, there is a lack of books 
and equipment, and the minimum school term is 
entirely too low. 
Facts of this kind have been collected in great I 
abundance by those interested in federal legislation * 
for increasing public school facilities.

Hardness of our system s they attribute to the type | 
of legislation that exists in many states. 
Rome states have been niggardly in their educa-1 
tional appropriations. 
None have spent as much as 1 
they should. 
It is when census statistics show us 
that illiteracy in some states remain as high as 15 
or 20 per cent that we realize the shortsightedness 
of our educational policy in some respects a^d the 
inadequacy of our educational program.

The effort that is being made to secure adequate 
inspection in Riverside suggests that it could be se­ 
cured in Riverside city and county by the centrali­ 
zation of the duties of the city and county health 
officers and all of the sanitary, milk, meat, restau­ 
rant or other inspection deemed necessary under 
one head. 
It is claimed by those in a position to 
know, that this plan would cost less than the present 
one and would actually cost the city and county less 
than the inadequate inspection and health work be­ 
ing accomplished at this time.
